. The lateness of the spring this year is 
beginning to raise some serious doubts 
regarding the wheat crop of ISSI iii tho 
Northwest. The winter has been so re 
markably severe that the winter wheat 
does not promise even a fair crop iii 
many localities; and the spring is so late 
that that there is not much hope of rais­ 
ing a good crop of spring w heat. About 
the 
first 
of 
the 
present 
mouth, 
tile 
chamber 
of 
commerce 
of 
Milwaukee 
received 
reports 
from nearly all over Iowa, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin, regarding the condition 
of the winter wheat. Ou the whole, the 
prospects were [more euoouraging than 
one would suppose they coidd be taking 
into account the severity of the winter 
and the lateness of the spring. 
The fears are wide-spread that the cold 
spring, and the snow which is from *>ue 
to four feet deep rn many places in tho 
middle of April, will prove almost a cer­ 
tain ruin of the spring crop. But a Min­ 
nesota farmer, who gives the date of 
seeding on 
his 
farm 
for 
the 
past 
ten 
years 
observes 
that 
he put in seed as early as march only 
once in tim years, aud tho result was the 
poorest crop of tho ten. For seven years 
in succession ho sowed from the lith to 
the 23il of April, aud tho latest sown 
wheat was the best. From the present 
outlook, there will not be any wheat 
sown in the Northeast by the 23 of April 
this year. There is yet an immense 
quantity of snow on the ground, aud 
there does not appear to bo an evidence 
that it will disappear in the next tw o 
weeks.

unfit 
for the seed for some days after the 
snow disappears on account of the soft 
condition of the soil, so that, as a general 
nile, there will not be much sow ing done 
before the first of May. 
But it may be 
c Jiisidered as a little too early to base un. 
favorable exjiectations as to spring wheat 
upon anything else than interested hopes. 
Should the seed be sown during the last 
week iii the month, and the weather 
thereafter should prove favorable* the 
crop may after all be an average one. But 
it must be confessed that the prosjiects 
at the present time are not very encour­ 
aging-

N ew York, April 13—Many person in 
Garden City aud Hempstead believe that 
the body of A. T. Stewart now lies in tile 
crypt in the Stewart memorial cathedral 
at Garden City. It is stated that about 
twelve days ago a special train arrived at 
Garden City at midnight, consisting of an 
engine, a baggage car, and a passenger 
car; that Mr. Hilton, Mrs. Stewart aud 
about a dozen others got off the train 
aud went directly to the cathedral, while 
from tile baggage car was taken a 
coffin, 
which 
was 
also 
taken 
to 
the 
cathedral; 
and 
that 
the party was there a long time the ca­ 
thedral being lighted and the doors lock­ 
ed. It is further said that the body was 
put in the crypt in the basement of the 
cathedral, beneath the chancel, and that 
masons then laid the stones, bolted them 
floured lead around the bolts in tile eye­ 
holes, and sealed the masonry with ce­ 
ment. 
It is further said that electricians skil­ 
fully led wires from various parts of the 
masonry and of the crypt upw ard to the 
chime of bells in the steeple in such a 
maimer that if auy person should attempt 
an entrance every l>ell in the steeple 
would ring. Several strong batteries 
were placed in the . cathedral some 
time ago, with the sole intention, as then 
understood, of aiding an organist to play 
the several organs in the building, and, 
with the mere touch of Ills fingers, to 
ring the chimes in the steeple. One of 
Mr. Hilton’s representatives iii Gardeu 
City said he did not think the stories 
could be true, because he had been told 
aud knew it to be a fact that Mr. Hilton 
had been confined to bis house with ill­ 
ness until Tuesday of last week, and 
even then he was not strong enough to 
undertake a midnight journey to Gardeu 
City.

Vinegar was found containing oil of vit­ 
riol and other mineral a.*‘ids, aud the in- 
apector states that one ceut’s worth of 
sulphuric acid is sufficient for the manu­ 
facture of four gallons of vinegar such 
as is usually found ’ti the markets of 
Boston; and he also Stites that when dis. 
guised by other ingredients its presence 
can not lie detected by taste alone. Fif­ 
teen hundred barrels of this stuff called 
vinegar were seized in a single cargo by 
the 
officers. 
The 
extent 
to 
which

and

human business is carried on is shown 
by the faet that the wholesale price of 
vinegar iii Boston is averages 'J cents a 
gallon, ami much of it is sold for 6, while 
the genuine article can not lie nianufac- 
tnrned for less than IV* cents a gallon. 
The inst Hector, in l,;s report, attributes the 
high death-rate of the city largely to the 
consumption 
these poisonous com­ 
pounds. 


There arc two powerful factions in the 
Republican party of to-day—one which 
followed Grant at Chicago and the other 
which opposed him.

SHOT DEAD.

by the watch-dog outside. 
They were 
thoroughly acquainted with the premises, 
and went directly to Mr. Wilson’s room. 
The door was fastened on the inside by a 
wooden button, which they expected to 
be uble to force off without waking tho 
old man. But Mr. Wilson, as additional 
protection, had placed an iron 
sink 
against the door, which was knocked 
down by the burglars’ attempt to enter. 
The noise woke the 
old man, who 
seized 
his 
rifle 
at tho 
head of 
tho 
lied 
and

through 
the panel without seeing his assailants. | 
They tied, and Mr. Wilson soon follow­ 
ed. Fiudwg Luther standing over tile 
body of his brother, a short distance 
from the house, the old man placed Luth­ 
er under arrest, there being no resistance 
on his part. The brother was already 
dead, the ball having passed through the 
left lung, causing internal hemorrhage. 
The surviving brother has been taken to 
jail at Lawrence. Mr. Wilson, although 
of a very excitable temperament, having 
been insane on several occasions, is fully 
justified iu his act by the townspeople.

B ta e Important Bailroad 
a lo n g C o n t e m p la te d b y the 
weotern Com pony. 


M adiso n, April 13.—A number of im ­ 
portant railroad extensions are revealed 
in the articles of consolidation, which 
were filed yesterday, of three branches 
of the Northwestern’s system of roads iii 
this State. The fact of the consolidation 
and of the filing of the articles were re­ 
ported to the Sentinel yesterday. The 
new* lines which the Northwestern com­ 
pany contemplated building in the south­ 
western portion of the State are four 
in 
number and 
aggregate 
121 
miles in length. The first and most im * 
portal!t commences at a point on the 
Wisconsin river, opposite Woodman, the 
present terminus of the Chicago & To­ 
mah, (uow a part of the Northwestern 
system,) and extending rn a northerly di­ 
rection to Tomah, in Monroe county, 
where it connects with the Wisconsin 
Valley, and the La Crosse division of the 
S t Paul. With a branch with some point 
on the line in Vernon county to Viroqua, 
tho line w*ill be IOO miles in leugth. 
The second branch is from Montfort. 
at tlic junction of the Madison air lino 
with the Chicago aud Tomah, aud ex­ 
tending north to Highland, a distance of 
8 miles. 
Another runs from tile j auction at 
Montfort southeastly to Linden, a dis­ 
tance of 6 miles. 
. The fourth extends from Dodgeville, 
on the air line, in Iowa county, south of 
Mineral Point, a distance of nine miles, 
then to connect with the Mineral Point 
railway. 


The unusually large number of social 
gatherings in this city this winter and 
the severe weather of the last two 
months, says the New York Tribune, 
have considerably raised the price of 
cut flowers. 
The custom that has 
sprung up within the last few days of a 
lavish display of flowers on all possible 
occasions—weddings, funerals and re­ 
ceptions—has induced florists to exert 
themselves to the utmost in the produc­ 
tion of elaborate and tasteful designs, 
constructed of such flowers as seem 
most appropriate to the occasion. Now­ 
adays the floral decorations at a fashion­ 
able wedding, dinner or reception are a 
noticeable feature. For the construc­ 
tion of a bouquet or design considerable 
skill, ingenuity and taste on the part of 
the florist are absolutely 
necessary 
The old saying that true art is perfect 
harmony of details is perhaps nowhere 
better illustrated than in the correct 
grouping of the flowers of different 
sizes, shapes and colors. 
# 
In the more pretentious florists1 shops 
trained male assistants, whose main 
employment is the arranging of bou­ 
quets, are employed. They are nearly 
all Frenchmen or Germans, who have 
been bred to this work in their native 
lands, where far more attention is paid 
to scientific and systematic floriculture 
than in this country. 
But efforts are 
now making to bring American floricul­ 
ture up to tne European standard. A 
prominent and experienced dealer in 
this city, in speaking about the increase 
in the taste for flowers, said recently: 
“ In the last thirty years there has been 
a remarkable increase in the use of 
flowers for decorative purposes. Years 
ago tho elaborate patterns in cut flowers 
that can now be seen at any wedding, 
funeral or public occasion were un­ 
known. Ii a wreath was to be made its 
base was usually a pieoe of willow or a 
barrel hoop; if a cross, two pieces of 
lath formed the groundwork, and the 
whole device when completed was such 
as usually reflected little credit upon the 
artist. 
Now everything is changed; 
there is no device or design, however 
intricate and complicated, that can not 
be constructed at a first-class establish­ 
ment. Crosses, harps, stars, lyres, and 
devices figurative of the vocation of tho 
deceased person are much in vogue 
for 
funerals, 
while 
the 
pretty 
English 
innovation 
of 
the 
wed­ 
ding 
bell, 
made 
usually 
of 
white roses and other delicately tinted 
flowers, is now very fashionable. Among 
tho queerest devices that I have made 
up were Greek letter monograms pre 
gout©.! by ooliogtt fraternities to orators 
at commencement exercises. 
In 184^ 
the sale of flowers for New Year's day, 
in what was then the largest florist shop 
in the city, amounted to only $200, anc 
probably for the whole city of New York 
did not exceed $ 1,000. Now the amount 
! spent for floral decorations on that day 
is estimated at $50,000, while for the 
whole year the amount spent in these 
S 
erishable ornaments amounts to hun- 
redsof thousands of dollars. 
There 
are almost 500 florists1 establishments 
within a radius of ten miles of New 
York City, and the capital invested in 
land, structures and stock is not less 
than $8,000,000. 
The green-houses 
from which come the flowers and plants 
that are sold in this city are in the up­ 
per part of Manhattan Island, in Hud­ 
son County, N. J., in Staten Island, and 
in the Long Island towns within ten 
miles from New York. While the prof­ 
its in plants are large, being about IOO 
per cent, the profits in cut flowers are 
still larger. 
Why, during Christmas 
week fine Jacqueminot roses brought 
$2 each.11 
That there are fashions in flowers as 
well as in everything else must be patent 
to the most casual observer. 
One sea­ 
son this flower has an enormous sale, 
the next season that. The Jacqueminot, 
Mareschal Niel and Nepheta roses have 
been most popular this season. 
A few 
flowers are imported. 
A beautifully 
shaped and tinted Jacqueminot rose 
comes from England, and, it is said, 
can not be matched in this city. Violets 
and mignonettes have been scarce and 
high this year. 
A bunch of the former 
now costs about $1, but a few weeks ago 
it cost as much as $5. 
Of the tropical 
S 
lants sold here, the dragon plant is per- 
aps the most popular. 
The street 
flower peddlers have had very little bus­ 
iness this winter, and many have adopted 
other means of gaining a living; but 
with the return of warm weather they 
will again enliven the street-cars, stages 
and boats with the old cry, “ Bouquets, 
bouquets, only five cents.11

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


Physical Training as a Keans of Mental 
Health. 


One of the serious problems which 
modem science encounters is hoV to 
deal with—more particularly, how to 
prevent—the excessive nervous develop­ 
ment, and through that the frequent 
mental failure or derangement charac­ 
teristic of modem life. The mad poet's 
sarcastic remark that brains had brought 
him to the asylum—a fate his interro­ 
gator ran no risk of—was bitterly true; 
but it is not volume of brain so much as 
an unbalanced development of brain 
that leads to insanity or a liability to 
that distressing malady. That the rapid, 
eager, restless, anxious life which most 
of us lead tends to produce an increas­ 
ing complexity of the nervous system, all 
physiologist agree. That this complex­ 
ity of nervous organization lays up liable 
to the development of a condition of un­ 
stable mental and nervous 
only too clearly proved by 
leqii 
' tmI 
uilibrium ie 
e statistics 
of our asylums'. 
What are we to do ? We can not rad­ 
ically change our style of living to that 
of our slow-going ancestors; on the con­ 
trary, the indications are that our chil­ 
dren's children will, by contrast with 
their more active life, look back upon 
our age as measurably serene. It is re­ 
motely possible that a new order of in­ 
vention may reverse the tendency of the 
race and relieve the future of much of 
the mental and nervous strain which 
we have to endure; but it does not look 
that way now. 
The immediate future, 
at any rate, is pretty sure to intensify 
the conditions which so many break 
down under to-day. 
Must the mental 
breaking down increase in frequency in 
proportion ? Or can we pitch upon some 
means whereby the rising generation 
can be fitted to endure the strain which 
will come to them better than the men 
and women of to-day bear the burden of 
to-day? 
A generation ago the popular theory 
was that mental discipline, with the 


—Prof. Bouchardat attributes to the 
vine powerful sanitary properties. He 
asserts that wherever it is cultivated to 
any considerable extent there is a very 
sensible diminution of 
intermittents.

—Mr. W. H. Preece has determined, 
with a very close approximation to ac­ 
curacy, the area protected by a proper­ 
ly adjusted lightning rod. llis conclu­ 
sion is that a lightning rod protects a 
conic space whose height is the length 
of tho rod, the base boing a circle 
having its radius equal to the height of 
the rod. This was the conclusion ar­ 
rived at by Sir William Snow Harris 
when engaged in fixing his protectors to 
tho masts of ships. 
—A dairying company of London has 
lately established a laboratory at which 
samples of milk received from farmers 
are subjected to chemical 
analysis. 
Prizes have been offered by the com- 
any, which are to be given to those 
armers whose milk-supply stands high­ 
est in quality during a stated period of 
time. The samples of milk are care­ 
fully examined by the company's an­ 
alyst, whose analyses and reports will 
decide the competition for the prizes. It 
is expected that much valuable informa­ 
tion respecting methods for producing 
the richest possible milk will be secured 
in this way. 
—A Nuremberg chemist has devised 
a new method of decorating silks and.

brain development which early and long- 
continued schooling gives, would furnish 
tile capacity for menial work and men­ 
tal endurance which would best fit the 
coming luau for the work he would have 
to do. 
The result has been to increase 
the .york to be done, and the speed of 
doing it, without materially increasing 
man’s capacity for toil. 
In many cases 
the course of education pursued seems 
rather to hav*> lessened tho endurance 
of our people, and to have hastened the 
mental collapse of many of our brain­ 
workers. 
And the school children of 
to-day have more to do than their fathers 
and mothers had, and have to bear no 
inconsiderable j>ortion of the evils of 
tppdern life besides; that is, if constant 
excitement, liaste, and wo ny are to bo 
accounted obstacles to healthy mental 
and nervous development. That they 
can not fairly be considered beneficial is 
sufficiently evident. 
Speaking of the nervous excitements, 
and their results, due to our modern 
education and the rate and manner of 
our living, an eminent English physician 
<Dr. Browne, editor of the British Med­ 
ical Journal) says: 
“ The cerebral 
tissue becomes more and more highly 
organized,convolutions obtain secondary 
gyri, and with each differentiation in 
structure new possibilities of disturb­ 
ance^ arc introduced; while the very 
differentiation in question produces in 
turn new mechanical devices, which 
again introduce a more complicated 
mode of life with which the nervous sys­ 
tem must keep pace." 
• U there were no possible corrective to 
this tendency to increase the nervous 
strain of li/e more rapidly than the 
nervous organism can admire power to 
tne inevitable destiny of civ- 
endure it, 
ilized men would 
lestmy 
be tffe fnad-housc or 
something near it. But there is promise 
of such a corrective. 
The late Dr. 
Seguin demonstrated many years 
that tho undeveloped brains of 
feeble-minded could be stimulated to 
healthy growth by patient and systemat­ 
ic training of the muscles aud the organs 
of sense. Dr. Browne looks to a corre­ 
sponding physical culture of those of 
normal brain endowment to give them 
the increased brain capacity which will 
fit them for the severer needs of our in­ 
creasingly active intellectual life, and at 
the same time make them better able to 
resist the inroads of mental disease. 
“ Muscular exercise," he says, “ has 
been hitherto thought to eitp&nd the 
lungs, quicken the circulation, and brace 
the non es; but to this must now be 
added the pregnant idea that it also con­ 
tributes to the brain growth and mental 
evolution. 
As a large part of the brain 
is composed of motor centers, we may, 
in the nascent state of the organ, power­ 
fully act on the brain by putQng into 
methodical exercise the muscles which 
we know to be directed by its various 
parts; and especially the centers gov­ 
erning the movements of the hand ought 
to be Drought into training by careruf 
drill of manual movements, so that, in 


An immense transaction, invol 
the reclamation of 12,GOO,OOO acres o, 
land, says the Philadelphia Press, has 
been undertaken by a company of Phil­ 
adelphia gentlemen, with every prospect 
of success. About one-third of the State 
of Florida is a huge swamp, termed 
“ the Everglades"—a dark, impenetra­ 
ble, unknown region. 
No white man 
ha.? ever fully explored it, and all that is 
known of it is—a great swamp, with a 
number of lakes, and here and there 
islands, upon which roam ferocious wild 
beasts. It is par excellence the home 
of the crocodile, and a place of wonder­ 
fully luxuriant vegetation. On the out­ 
skirts a few miserable human beings—a 
mongrel race of white, Indian and negro 
blood— manage to exist in a state of bar­ 
barism. The project of reclaiming this 
wonderfully rich country has been talked 
of for years, and it has long been con­ 
sidered feasible by many noted engi­ 
neers. 
Some time since the State of 
Florida made a move in the matter# 
which is likely to culminate in tho re­ 
clamation of the immense body of land 
which has lain under water for thou­ 
sands of years. 
Under a contract with 
the State of Florida a Philadelphia com­ 
pany is about undertaking this great 
scheme. The leading men in the en- 
terpise are Hamilton DLsston & Sons. 
Associated with them are ex-Sheriff 
Wm. IL Wright, W. C. Parsons, Whit­ 
man H. Drake, A. B. Linderman, all of 
this city; J. Coryell, of Florida, and 
others. Under the agreement already 
made with the State, the company are 
required to begin surveys witnin sixty 
days, aud within six months to put a 
force equal to IOO men on the work, and 
continue as expeditiously as possible un­ 
til it is completed. 
It is proposed to 
drain the land by a canal from Lake 
Okeechobee to the Caloosakachee River, 
which empties into the Gulf of Mexico. 
Another canal may also be constructed 
to the East, tapping the St. Lucie River, 
which flows into the Atlantic. 
These 
canals will entirely drain the swamp, 
and from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 acres 
of the richest land in the world will be 
reclaimed. 
The company will re­ 
ceive for the work one-half of the 
land recovered, and it is expected 
that this will largely repay all expendi­ 
ture of money that may bo made‘in the 
work. 
A leading Louisiana planter 
was shown a sample of sugar-cane 
raised on the plants on the swamp, and 
he at once said that the land which 
would produce such a rich specimen 
was worth $150 per acre, and it is said 
the land will produce twice the amount 
of sugar that can be raised in Louisiana. 
The entire property of the company is 
below the frost^lino, and there would be 
no such damage done orange plantations 
as these in Northern Florida have suf­ 
fered this winter. 
Every production of 
the tropics can be raised on this land— 
indigo, sugar-cane, oranges, lemons, 
coffee, jute, etc. The latter, which has 
become a most valuable article in man­ 
ufactures, grows wild, and can be pro- 
duccd in large quantities at little ex­ 
pense. A number of Irish manufactur­ 
ers who use large quantities of jute 
have already applied for stock in the 
company, and will aid it financially. 
The company will organize at once, with 
Hamilton Disston as l*resident.

IN SU RA NC E. 


The business of the Department of 
the Interior is carried on in an immense 
edifice that is built round a quadrangle, 
and occupies two whole squares, half­ 
way between the Capitol and the White 
House. It is in the Doric style; and al­ 
though it is injured by the close prox­ 
imity of the graceful Corinthian Post­ 
office, just across the street, it is very 
imposing, and is said to be absolutely 
perfect in dimension and proportion. 
The main portico of double rows of col­ 
umns is a copy of the Parthenon at 
Athens, although the Athenians would 
never have set such a magnificent ob­ 
ject on the side of the street. 
Inside, one meets stone stairways. 
long corridors and groined and vaulted 
ceilings upheld by mighty piers; but 
one is not apt to linger 'in "any of the 
comfortable rooms where the clerks ex­ 
amine and grant and rescind patents, 
but rather hurries to the grand museum, 
which occupies the four huge halls of 
the second lloor; encircling the build­ 
ing, and filled with great glass cases, 
bolding more than a hundred and fifty 
thousand models. 
These halls are also superb rooms, 
lofty, long and wide, some with paneled 


pronged forks, that. as some one has 
said, may more thin once have wound­ 
ed the august tongue and lips when 
used'atsomo hasty meal under forest 
boughs, while tho stars retreated before 
theblaze of the camp fire. Among all 
these interesting and wonderful, and 
often almost holy things, the poling 
traveler, but not the old one, will be 
amazed to see the presence of a picket 
guard of spittoons, with a printed re­ 
quest over them that they shall be used 
instead of the marble floors. 
It would take too long to enumerate 
the multitude of historical relics here 
shut away from the touch, but left 
open to toe eye. To examine them 
with any thoroughness would require 
days rather than a mere ramble round 
the hall. A lifetime itself would hardly 
be long enough to explore the cases in 
the galleries of models, each of which 
represents many times the labors and 
th e city.

In fact, the whole 
building, with its contents, is a source 
of this pride, for there is nothing like 
it in the world, and no other such col­ 
lection of the evidences of utilitarian 
and practical thought and method.* 
Shut up in these cases is a great part 
of the work of the brain of the country; 
of its struggles and hopes and cruel dis­

spot is the jar into which the fisherman 
shut the afrite; in that are the great 
genii who gather in a harvest; aud in 
still another there lies a tiny thing an­ 
swering your touch with no louder 
noise tnan a buzz and a click, but its 
whisper can be heard from end to end 
of the land, and it runs 
roar of ocean to carry the voice of one 
w orld to another.

—very different from the camp chest of 
any modern general—with its half 
dozen pewter plates aud platters, its 
rude gridiron and salt aud 
boxes, its primitive knives an 


appointments 
Very few of the exhibitors succeed 
either in fully accomplishing tho enter­ 
prise on which they have set their 
hearts, or in winning fortunes. 
Often the way in which the inventors 
of these models would accomplish their 
ends is too complicated to be practical, 
or some more skillful and dishonorable 
person seizes the idea on which the 
originators have spent the best part of 
their lives, and works it out success­ 
fully; or else tho public fail to appre­ 
ciate the invention before tho years of 
the patent’s life expire, and then they 
reap nothing from the harvest. 
It is the small inventions which pay 
the best, as a general thing, and espe­ 
cially new toys. The patent of a cer­ 
tain toy was sold before it was a week 
old for ten thousand dollars, and the 
purchaser made a handsome fortune, 
the patentee immediately putting him­ 
self at work on another. 
Occasionally inventors, who come 
here to obtain patents, in looking over 
tho models, see so many that they could 
improve upon, or that suggest new ideas 
to themselves, that their brains are 
caught in a whirl of confusion and 
novelty, and they become temporarily 
insane, and have to be taken care of till 
they recover. 
Literally, the word “ patent” is part 
of the phrase “ letters patent.” This 
means an open letter from King or Gov­ 
ernment, with the seal attached, giving 
the inventor exclusive right to manu­ 
facture or sell the article thus patented, 
and the last word of the phrase has now 
come to stand for the grant of that 
J nght. 
In England, patents are granted to all 
who apjdy for them, and the rightful 
ownership is 
settled afterwards by 
means of lawsuits. Here, however, we 
settle the rightful ownership aud the 
novelty of the invention before grant­ 
ing the patent at all, and so avoid as 
much lawsuit as possible. 
Of course we think our own system 
much the best. Every inventor, by the 
way, pays a fee, and by means of the** 
fees the Patent Oilier* “ oaiU to support 
itself, and to cost the Government noth­ 
ing. A good part of the building was 
erected from the accumulation of these 
fees, which are always more than tho 
expenditures. 
It is a superb thing to have done from 
the first profits of intelligence; and if 
the Capitol may be styled the temple of 
our liberty, this majestic pile is certain­ 
ly the temple of the practical intellect 
of the country.

About ten days ago a human arm was 
found in an alleyway just off Milwaukee 
street, aud at the time there were many 
conjectures as to where it came from aud 
whether it was a tell talo of some hideous 
murder, or tho careless leavings of the 
work of some medical student. 
These 
conjectures may now be put asleep os 
the real history* of that ann has now 
been ferreted out. 
It seems that some years ago when 
one of our physicians was attending 
medical college, Lo oaonroil tUia arm from 
the dissecting room, aud prepared it by 
the usual drying process, iu accordance 
with the custom by which students pre­ 
pare specimens in competition for a prize. 
This ann was carefully prepared, var­ 
nished nicely, and each fibre, vein, etc. 
accurately 
labeled, making 
a 
very 
neat 
and useful 
object lesson for 
anyone interested iu that line of study. 
Since leaving college this arm, thus pre­ 
pared, has been kept carefully, and has 
occasionally been loaned to students to 
help them in their studies, until last fall 
when it suddenly disappeared. 
That it was stolen seems evident as it 
was carefully hung up, out of the way of 
dogs, or of any animal, except a human 
animal with a stepladder. Nothing was 
heard of its whereabouts until the arm 
was found in tli6 alleyway, where it had 
been burie d under snowdrifts, had been 
dragged out by dogs, kicked about and 
generally demoralized, until its value for 
the purposes for which it had been pre­ 
pared had been so utterly destroyed that 
the real owner did not care to claim it, as 
it was of no use to him, and by claiming it 
would get his name before the public in 
a mauner which might lead some super­ 
stitious folk to believe him to be a des­ 
poiler of the dead. Hence on its discov­ 
ery he kept quiet. 
It is highly probable that the arm, which 
as thus prepared was worth $25 or so, 
had been stolen aud that the taker of it 
afraid of detection fancying that some 
one had got track of it, hid it in the 
snow bank, from which it was finally 
dragged out. Tho only mystery now 
connected with the affair, is who stole 
the doctor’s arm ? 


A FIL TH Y * S U B J E C T . 
Tho lack of ventilation and sewerage at 
the jail has been one of long standing, 
and attention has often been called to it, 
but still no remedy has been made. Now 
that the thawing out time bas begun, the 
stenches which arise, and which perme­ 
ate almost every corner of the old build­ 
ing, are horrible. We took a peep at the 
condition 
of 
things 
there 
to-day, 
and can assure those who have not in­ 
spected it that one look, one smell, will 
satisfy the curiosity of any ordinary mor­ 
tal. 
The large sewer running from the rear 
of the jail into the river is in a horrible 
condition. There is iu it a frozen mass 
of water and filth, which, as the sun 
strikes it, sends forth a steaming, nause­ 
ating 
breath 
of 
putrefaction. 
If 
this 
deadly 
aud 
noisome 
steuch could be carried elsewhere, it 
would not be so bad, but it is taken back 
into the jail, up through the closets, 
along the corridors, and is driven past 
the hall into the living rooms of the 
Sheriff and his family, so that at times 
life to them is a burden. 
Added to this stench is the natural 
filthiness of many of the p rh oners, es­ 
pecially in the north side of the jail, 
where 
are 
confined 
the 
tramps, 
aud drunks. Some of the drunken pris­ 
oners vomit upon the floor of their cells, 
others do even worse, and none are too 
tidy in person and habits. Despite the 
care of officers and the frequent scrub­ 
bings out, there is always more or less of 
an unhealthy and offensive odor arising 
from these, and by the present ventila­ 
tion, or lock of ventilation, this as well 
as the foul gases of the so-called sewer, 
are carried through tho jail, aud if they 
get out at all, get out the front door and 
frout windows of the Sheriff’s home. 
There is another sewer running from 
the kitchen to the river, carrying off the 
dirty water and slops from that part of 
tho building, bat this is in a compara­ 
tively good condition, except that it is 
too small, and consequently gets stopped 
up, but the sinks, inside the house, into 
wLioli the dirty water is thrown, are. of 
wood, and become frequently sour, in 
spite of all precautions. Were they of 
metal, the expense woald be but little, 
and this could easily be remedied. 
There is no real ventilation at the jail- 
There are no air passages connected 
with the closets, the only opening beiug 
the sewerage and the door leading into 
tho corridor. Tho air rushes up into the 
closet, thence to the jail, and now there 
is no help for it. 
The Sheriff and assistants do all in 
their power to keejl tho jail tidy, but 
these sniolls they have little control of. 
Early in the morning it is especially 
nam eating. Yesterday morning one of 
tho prisoners, as he started the fire in the 
corridor, had to give up to an attack re­ 
sembling sea-sickness, aud nearly all are 
suffering more or less from ailments 
caused by this deadly air. 
The stench 
has come through the Sheriff’s rooms so 
strongly that liq has docided not to risk 
the health of his family, during spring, 
and has sent them out in the country. 
There seems no way of 
putting

now, 
without

panoA 
Ti ia suggested that a 
tall 
chimney be built, or a pipe rui^i out­ 
side of tho building, and leading from 
the sewer up so high as to cause tho cur­ 
rent of air to be reversed, and carried out 
of the jail, instead of earned into it. 
Perhaps this will prove a remedy. That 
there is need of some such remedy, and 
that right speedily, is evident.
